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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  Department  on  February  2  increased  sugar  requirements  by 
100,000  tons  or  to  a  total  of  10,300,000  tons  for  the  calendar  year.  On 
February  16,  the  level  of  imports  for  the  second  quarter  was  increased 
by  100,000  tons  to  1.1  million  tons.  For  the  "first  half  the  total  is  2.0 
million  tons . 

The  preliminary  report  of  inventories  held  by  cane  refiners  on  January 
28,  1967  totals  744,000  tons,  slightly  more  than  100,000  tons  above  the 
inventory  a  year  earlier  but  about  50,000  tons  below  refiners'  total  in- 
ventories at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Reported  sugar  distribution  this  year  through  February  11  was  929  >  000 
tons  somewhat  below  deliveries  of  995,000  tons  for  the  comparable 
period  in  1966  and  988,000  tons  in  1965.  However,  when  constructive 
deliveries  are  taken  into  account,  actual  deliveries  were  quite  similar 
to  those  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1965  but  somewhat  below  those 
of  last  year. 

As  of  February  15  the  spot  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  at  New  York 
was  7.22  cents  per  pound.  The  average  price  for- this  year  through 
February  15  was  7.16  cents  per  pound.  Wholesale  refined  sugar  quo- 
tations were  unchanged  during  the  period  January  25 -  February  15".

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Florida  sugar  production  is  about  70  percent  completed  with  445,000 
tons  produced  as  of  the  end  of  the  second  week  in  February.  The  1966 
Louisiana  crop  of  562,000  was  completed  some  time  ago.  Estimated 
production  in  the  mainland  cane  area  is  unchanged  at  about  1,  185,000 
tons . 

The  total  1966  crop  sugar  productionin  Hawaii  was  1,234,000  tons  which 
established  a  record  high.  The  1967  crop  harvest  is  just  getting  started 
with  about  half  of  the  mills  in  production  as  of  the  first  week  in 
February. 

Puerto  Ric  an  production  through  February  5  was  approximately  100,000 
tons  or  about  15  percent  less  than  during  the  corresponding  period  last 
year . 

The  world  market  price  for  raw  sugar  as  of  February  15  was  1.70  cents 
per  pound  as  compared  with  a  low  of  1.23  cents  in  early  January.  On 
January  25  there  was  confirmation  that  a  U.  S.  distiller  had  purchased 
a  block  of  sugar  in  the  "six  figure  range.  "  Later  the  purchaser  indicated 
that  the  purchase  was  in  the  "five  figure  range."  On  February  2,  Japan 
purchased  high-test  molasses  with  a  sugar  content  equivalent  to  about 
65,000  tons  from  Australia  and  about  100,000  tons  from  South  Africa. 
The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  was  set  at  1.80  cents  for  that  day.  These 
transactions  for  non-human  use  suggest  that  there  may  be  similar 
opportunities  as  the  matter  is  explored  further.  While  prices  for  such 
uses  must  necessarily  be  low,  there  are  two  constructive  features. 
First,  some  floor  has  finally  been  established  for  world. market  sugars 
at  a  level  related  to  molasses  prices  as  modified  by  such. factors  as 
differentials  in  tariffs  and  transportation  for  the  two  products.  Second, 
opportunities  exist  for  diverting  sugarcane  to  the  production  of  high  test 
molasses . 
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USDA  Announces  Additional  100,000  tons  of  Foreign  Sugar  Made 
Available  During  Second  Quarter:  

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  February  16,  1967 
that  the  second  quarter  limitations  on  total  raw  sugar  imports  of 
1 ,  000  ,  000  tons  had  been  raised  by  100  ,  000  tons  to  a  total  of  1 ,  100  ,  000 
short  tons  of  sugar,  raw  value. 

Sugar  is  being  produced  in  Puerto  Rico  at  a  rate  slightly  below  that  of 
a  year  ago.  This  reduces  somewhat  the  quantity  of  domestic  raw  sugar 
available  to  refiners.  In  addition,  Mexican  raw  sugar  and  some  of  that 
from  Central  America  is  being  shipped  to  the  Gulf.  This  amendment,  by 
increasing  total  imports,  will  make  more  sugar  available  to  North  of 
Hatteras  ports. 

Priorities  for  approving  applications  as  set  forth  in  today's  amendment 
to  Sugar  Regulation  811  provide  that  the  additional  100 , 000  tons  shall  be 
prorated  among  countries  for  which  applications  are  made,  on  the  basis 
of  average  first-half  importations  from  such  countries  during  the  four 
year  period  1963  through  1966 .  Applications  for  the  importation  of  sugar 
or  for  the  set-aside  of  quota  for  arrival  during  the  second  quarter  of 
1967  received  on  or  before  February  27  will  be  considered  as  having 
been  received  at  the  same  time. 
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USDA  Announces  Increases  in  Sugar  Quotas: 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  JL.  Freeman  on  February  2,  1967 
announced  an  increase  of  100,000  short  tons,  raw  value  -  from  10.2 
million  to  10.3  million  tons  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  require- 
ments of  consumers  for  this  calendar  year  (Part  811). 

The  quota  of  6,583  tons  for  Southern  Rhodesia  which  was  previously 
reserved  is  allocated  to  countries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  A  find- 
ing was  made  by  the  President  that  it  would  be  contrary  to  the  national 
interest  of  the  United  States  to  establish  a  quota  for  Southern  Rhodesia 
in  1967. 

A  portion  of  the  statement  of  bases  and  considerations  accompanying 
today's  action  is  quoted  below: 

On  December  7,  1966,  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  consumers  in  the  continental  United  States  for  the  year  1967 
was  determined  to  be  10,200,000  tons.  That  determination  allowed  for 
a  possible  reduction  during  1967  of  about  150,000  tons  in  the  inven- 
tories of  quota  sugar  held  by  refiners  and  users.  It  is  now  known  that 
the  inventories  of  quota  sugar  at  the  beginning  of  1967  were  slightly 
smaller  than  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  initial  quota  action.  Further- 
more, with  the  passage  of  time,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  provide  in 
the  same  degree  for  the  contingency  of  inventory  reductions. 

The  domestic  price  of  raw  sugar  was  7.10  cents  per  pound  on  January  1 
and  7.20  cents  on  January  31.  In  the  development  of  this  amendment  to 
the  regulation,  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  desirability  of  obtain- 
ing fairly  stable  sugar  prices  that  will  carry  out  over  the  long  term,  the 
price  objectives  set  forth  in  Section  201  of  the  Act. 

The  quota  increases  and  revised  quotas  for  domestic  areas  and  foreign 
countries  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  6.

A  farm  under  the  proposal  would 
generally  be  regarded  as  comprising  all  land  in  a 
State  farmed  by  the  same  operator  with  farming 
practices  customarily  followed  in  the  locality  as 
determined  by  the  county  ASC  committee. 

The  revision  in  the  definition  of  an  operator  would 
clarify  and  interpret  what  the  term  means  in  deter- 
mining when  a  person,  entity  or  a  combination  of 
persons  or  entities  is  to  be  considered  as  an  oper- 
ator for  purposes  of  the  Sugar  Act.

February  14,  Announced  an  amendment  of  Sugar  Regulation  816 

1967  governing  the  marketing  of  domestic  sugar  in  the 

continental  United  States,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

The  amendment  will  permit  2  processors  to  trans- 
fer title  to  equal  quantities  of  sugar  subject  to  a 
quota  for  the  same  area  without  charge  to  a 
processor's  marketing  allotment  or  the  area  quota 
until  the  sugar  is  marketed  in  regular  trade  chan- 
nels . 

Such  exchanges  will  enable  some  processors  to 
reduce  freight  costs  on  crosshauls  and  thereby  in- 
crease net  proceeds  which  are  shared  by  growers 
as  well  as  processors. 

This  amendment  was  first  proposed  in  the  Federal 
Register  of  Nov.  18,  1966,  restated  in  the  Federal 
Register  of  Jan.  11,  1967,  to  clarify  that  the  trans- 
fer of  title  must  be  effected  simultaneously;  that 
the  sugar  must  then  be  in  existence;  and  that  no 
physical  movement  of  sugar  between  the  proces  sors 
is  necessary.  (See  February  18,  1967 

Federal  Register). 

Announced  a  determination  of  "fair  and  reasonable 
prices"  for  the  1966-67  crop  of  sugarcane  in  Puerto 
Rico  which  continues  the  provisions  of  the  1965-66 
determination  except  that  the  new  No.  10  domestic 
raw  sugar  contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange  is  to  be  the  basis  of  the  price  of 
raw  sugar  instead  of  the  No.  7  domestic  contract 
which  is  being  discontinued;  the  delivery  point  for 
producers'  raw  sugar  is  defined;  and  minor  modi- 
fications are  made  in  the  sugar  yield  formula  for 
core  sampled  sugarcane,  and  in  the  provisional 
molasses  payment.  These  changes  will  not  alter  the 
sharing  relationship  between  the  producer  and  the 
processor.
